Mm*m* B. F. Jacobs Dead. 

News of the sudden death of Judge 

B. P. JaeolM,. of Danville, was a shock 
to tbe many friends and admirers of 
tbat noble genUesBaa hi tUa etty. He 
had not been in tbe beak of health for 
some monttis, but went to bis office 
Friday and Saturday, saying to a 
friend that he felt better than usual 
He was taken suddenly worse Satur 
day and expired in a very short time 
The deceased was one of the most 
prominent citizens in the state and as 
a lawyer bad no superiors. Hisopin 
km was sougbt in every matter of im 
PWtaace In tbe courts, and those who 
accepted hia advice upon any matter 

never had caaae to regret Ik He 

a gentleman (rf refinement, poniimstfl 
of a brilliant mind and superior edu 
cation. He practiced law upon the 
highest principles, and had the deep- 
est contempt for those who stoop to 
underhanded methods in the trial of 
aca.se. In January, 1879, Col. Jacobs 
was elected president of the Central 
National Bank of Danville, to succeed 
tbe tateOoL Clifton Bodes, and was 
continued as tbe pwaMout when tbat 
institution was rsorgaaised in 1886 
and denominated tbe Boyle National 
Bank. He remained tbe president 
until his death, and had served twen- 
ty-four years. 

Col. Jacobs was a member of the 
faculty of the Central University Law 
School under former Gov. J. Proctor 
Knott, and was a member of the Con- 
stitotlonal Convention in 1890, receiv- 
ing tbeplaee witboat opposition from 
eithOT tbe Demoerato or BepubHcahs. 
In 1867 Mr Jacobs was married toMlss 
Zillah P Young, daughter of Dr. John 

C. Toung, at that time tbe distin- 
guished president of Centre College, 
Mr Jacobs was a graduate of Centre 
College, and for many years had been 
regarded as tbe moat profound lawyer 
in Central Kentucky. He Is survived 
by his widow, but leaves no cblldien.

^Miilieid. Secretary 11 E Moruiuj{star, 
of BowliiiK Green: Mr Harry A Soui- 
mers, of Elixabetbtown, and Mr John 
D Babbage, were also in attendance. 

The mlawlnter session la to be a 
business, not a social affair. Hie meet- 
ing will beheld for the purpose of 
"talltiug shop"— the diacnssion of sub- 
jects of practical interest to new.spa- 
per men. Chairman Landram will 
make a report on the new advertisin;; 
law passed Ijy tlie last Let;i.-,lature and 
will present llie opinions of distin- 
guished att(;rneys, one of wluiui is 
Col. W. C. r. Breckinridfe'e, as to ex- 
actly what the law means. DilTorent 
county authorities interpret it diilVr- 
ently, and it la the desire of the asso- 
ciation that it be construed alike eve- 
rywhere. If necessary, a test case 
will be made to obtain a ruling from 
tlie Court of Appeals. The law alrea- 
dy reciuiies that the claims allowed by 
the county fiscal courts should be pub- 
lished in the newspapers, but not ha, l 
the counties obey the law. Wlien Mr. 
Sonimers was pulilishin^f a newspaper 
at Munfordviile twenty-four years a^o 
IM decided to test tiiia law, published 
theclaims and sued the county for his 
pay. He won, of course, and yet a 
great many large and wealthy coon t i es 
disregard this very necessary law. The 
Sheriff s settlements should also be 
published, but this is rarely done, 
though the taxpayers are entitled to 
it. The new law adds lo tlie other le- 
gal notices previously required to be 
published tliat all puljlic sales of eve- 
ry kind of property ordered by court 
should be advertised in a paper pub- 
liahed in the county for three weeks. 
The benefits to be gained by such pub 
licity and the prerention of possible 
frauds, it is easy to see, yet to many 
parts of the State the law is disregard- 
ed. It is a topic of vital interest to 
the newspapers of Kentucky, and it 
will be dealt with accordingly. 

Other topics will be discu.s.sed in 
short add res.ses by leadinjj editors of 
the State. Mr Sommers is down for 
an address on how to make a weekly 
neswpaper profitable. As he publish- 
es one of the beat in the State hia re- 
marks will be heard with intereat and 
profit. Sir David WaHaee. of the 
Warsaw Independent, will diseess the 
subject of advertising rates on which 
there is a sad lack of uniformity. Mr.

Mr Young E Alli«on, of Louis- 
ville, editor of the Herald, will also 
contribute an address on a practical 
topic.
